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INTRODUCTION
This document is the Summary of the State of Wisconsin’s performance in the first year of its 2010-2014

Consolidated Plan. The Consolidated Plan guides the State’s use of U.S. Department of Housing and Urban
Development (HUD) formula funding for housing, community, and economic development.

This report highlights the activities and achievements of the four HUD formula grants -Community
Development Block Grants (CDBG), Home Investment Partnerships Program (HOME), Emergency Shelter
Grant (ESG), and Housing Opportunities for Persons with AIDS (HOPWA)—for Wisconsin’s 2010-2011
program year. The Department of Commerce administers all four formula programs. This report also
summarizes the State’s housing, activities that are funded through other Federal formula programs, competitive
and special grants, and State appropriations.

This Summary is based upon the guidance of HUD’s Consolidated Plan Management Process Tool (v.2.0), the
consolidated plan final rule published on February 9, 2006, and the Federal Register Notice dealing with
Outcome Performance Measurement Systems, dated March 7, 2006.
